Thé elections for the Reichstag which were 
going on st the time of my last letter hava 
resulted jn the return of three social democrats 
in spito of ‘most strenuous exertions by the 
parties of order.

ports “from the latter bave during the aboy, 
period incroased-16.5 per cont. and exports to 
them 1.9 per cont., imports from the colonies 
are only 1] per eent; mora whilst the 
exports have remained stationary; in fact 
if the year 1899 be left out, when the war in 
Sonth Afrien may have affected beth exports and 
There- 
ore British trade.with the vost of thy world in 
not only thros times as important as that with 
her dependencies but has also developed more 
rapidly, Tho colonies buve long felt this and 
in order to encouraye’ trade with the mother 
country, Caunda a few yetrs ago granted her 
preferentixnl rates, an examplo ‘which tho 
Avsiratian commonwealth and othor colonics 
seom more or less inelined to follow. But in 
return they expect their exports to be favoured 
in a similar manoer, hut as they ecnsiet chiefly 
of foodstuffs and other raw produce which 
enter the U. K. duty free, it’ would. for 
that purpo.e become ut-cessary to impose 
duties, and the extraordinary spectacle 
would then be witnereed of the mother 
country taxing her food supplics, not for the 
benefit of the British farmer, but for that of bis 
colonial competitor, ‘Tho Professor says that 
he hag already on a former occasion pointed out 
the mistake cf considoring the imposition of » 
duty on corn asa return to the old mercantile 
system. It was in the first placa 8. financial 
mensuie, but the. underlying idea wus to 
obtain an chj:et of barter with the colonies! 
the first step token. successfully, others would 
speedily follow, The compsuaution offered by 
the colonies in tho thnpe of a partial reduction 
of the duties on goods imported from Great 
Britain is of doubtful value, as owing to the 
aparseness of their populution, their require. 
ments as scen above are limited. 

The question arivos, Aro tho Euglish people 
willing to make tho sacrifice demanded of 
them? Mr. Chamberlain admits that if they

No 
wonder, therefore, that tho working classes 
express little sympathy with Mr. Chambetlaix's 
pleng, nor do the middle classes seem more 
disposed to snpport them. It hos already been 
shown that the excess of imports over exports 
has been growing rapidly in the U.K, daring 
the last fifty years. The difference hus not heen 
puid for in cach, os tho importa of bullion into 
tho ‘country have somewhat exceeded tho 
exports, particulurly during the last twonty 
years, bat must_be conridored apart from 
commissions and freights, &c., eurned by tho 
British merchant ‘and shipowner, a8 a payment. 
in kind of the interest duo on Englich capital 
invested abroad. ‘Tho British capitalist 
occupies A similar position to thet of the Irish 
absentee Jandtord, whose rent was pid by 
fnercused exporls whilst. the native industries 
sickened und died for lack of custom and the 
British mannfactures supplied the wants of the 
absentees. 

The effect of a protective tariff would be to 
reduco the incomo derived from foreign invest- 
ments by the amount of duty levied in goods sent 
in payment thereof ; the capitalist would there- 
fore get a poorer return from the money placed 
already sud his. purchasing power of British

Shonkd Mr. Chamburlain succeed in carrying 
out hie plans, it would révolutionise trado, and 
Germany ton would suffer, for tono otherconntry 
does sho export such quantitics of goods as te 
Grout Britain, although a great proportion 
of them are shipped in transit. Tho worst, 
however, would be the creation of another 
groat protectioniat state, containing some 
of the greatest markets in the world for tho 
sale of its goods and industries waich 
in many branchos still defy compotition, 

We should see a numbar of states, hedgad in 
by high protective tariffs, wage commercia 
ware with each other. ‘Ihe inhabitants would 
bo compelled to supply their wants by buying 
home-made goods at prices a little below the 
cost-price of forsign ones plus the daty;. the 
profits manufacturers would thus mike in’ the 
home trade would enable them to sell their 
goods at raduced rates in foreign markets. 

Monopoly prices would rule overywhere, 
cheoked ovly to some oxtont by cheap .olfers 
from abroad. Competition betweon tlie diferent 
countries would grow keener than ever. Vast 
trusts and combines would be the natural out- 
come, bat only ‘the ‘must intelligent manage- 
meut of such would evable a country to-bold its 
own in tho struggle. 

The professor, however, ix of opinion that too 
many interests are joopardised for Mr, Cham- 
berluin’s ideas to be adopted in their entirety ; 
something else may result from them. -Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Balfour having beth
